in Asia Minor. •

"When Marco 'Polo visited the city 


in the thirteenth century it was one 
of the show places of the Near East 
and had a population of about 100,- 
000. 
At that time the

noted for its fine rugs and^carpets, 
but now that industry has passed 
farther west. 


"When the Seljuks had the seat of 


their empire in Sivas their archi- 
tectural arts, flourished. The colleges 
which they built in the thirteenth 
century are among the finest re- 
mains of Moslem art to be found in 
Asia Minor.

act of-cruelty ever perpetrated on a

city, even in a part of the 


world -where cruel tyrants have been 
numerous, was inflicted on Sivas in

dren to be trampled to death under 
the hoofs of his war horses, and 


by having 4000 'of the defeated Ar- 
menian defenders of the city Burled 
alive.

WASHINGTON, Aup. is.—The 


decrease of more than $3,000,- 


000,000 in the value of the country's 
foreign trade during the past fiscal 
year was ascribed by the commerce 
department to the world-wide trade 
depression coming as au aftermath 
of the war. 


Lower prices rather than dimin- 


ished quantities were to Rreat ex- 
tent responsible for the decrease in 
exports, the department asserted in 
a statement reviewing the year's for- 
eign commerce. 


The total value of the foreign 


trade of the oonntrv dropped from 
$13.3-17,000,000 in 
the fiM-al year 


1920, 
to $10.171,000,000 in 1921, a 


decrease of 23.8 percent, the state- 
ment showed. ImporW'droppcd from 
$5.238,000,000 in 1920 to $3,654,000,. 
000 in 1921, a loss of $1,584,000,000, 
or 32.2 percent, while 
exports 


amounting to $8.109.000,000 in 1920 
against $6,516,000,000 in 1921, de- 
creased $1,593,000,000, or 19.6 per- 
cent. 


Crops now are being raised on the 


battle fields of the devastated re- 
gions of Europe, tho department 
said, the pressing need of manufac- 
turing industries abroad for raw ma- 
terials has been filled and the United 
States must now compete with the 
world markets in prices and terms 
with the other countries.

Nev., following his capture there re- 
cently. R. C. Hubbard, said by po- 
lice to be a'burglar and confidence 
man of nation-wide repute, will prob- 
ably be returned to Piedmont to an- 
swer to the charge of entering the 
home of Mrs. J. A. Greer, 145 Caper- 
ton avenue, in the guise of a gas 
meter inspector and stealing dia-v 
monds valued at $500, according to: 
Chief of Police B. F. Becker of Pied- 
mont, today. 


Hubbard is not only wanted in 
Piedmont, but in numerous 
other 
cities throughout the country, ac- 
cording: to 
the 
police, including 
Stockton, Salt Lake City, Kansas 
City, Denver, Sacramento, Los An- 
geles, San Jose and San Diego. His 
return to this city, according to the 
police, will depend upon how urgent- 
ly he is wanted, by the authorities 
in the other cities. 


He was arrested In Reno on the 
night of August 15' as he stepped 
from a Pullman car and looked into 
the muzzles of pistols held by a 
squad of officers who»had been wait- 
ing at the station for him. For a 
moment the suspected crook showed 
fight, but then, apparently changing 
his mind, permitted the officers to: 
take him prisoner. 


TOEJmiTED BY VICTIM. 


After being-taken to the city jail' 
in Reno, Hubbard was identified by 
one of his alleged victims in that 
city whose home he is said to have 
looted when he gained entrance by 
representing himself to be an elec- 
trical meter inspector. He appeared 
there in the garb of a working man 
and exhibited a badge with the in- 
scription "Inspector" and carried a 
number of tools, the police allege." 
Several of these badges were found 
in his possession when his baggage 
was searched at the police station 
at Reno. 
While in Reno, Hubbard, it is said, 
stopped at one of the city's most 
fashionable hotels, where he was 
registered under his right name. 
When he left the hotel he changed 
his clothes, "paid his bill ajid drove 
away in an expensive automobile 
roadster. At Verdi he broke a wheel 
and this ultimately resulted in his 
undoing. 
While the police of Reno^ follow- 


ing1 reports of his burglaries there, 
were.working on several clews tele- 
grams were received from California 
cities stating that- Hubbard

•bile he was driving. -Shortly after 
this the police at Verdi located the 
car at a garage. In the meantime 
Hubbard had left his machine and 
boarded a train for Denver. Police 
learned of this move and when the 
train dre^ in the Reno station and 
Hubbard stepped from the Pullman 
for a brief airing he was taken into 
custody by the officers.

Th& action came at the end of a 
lengthy report by Superintendent of 
Schools Fred M. Hunter, who ad- 
vised caution in cutting the night 
schools, pointed to the demand for 
.these institutions, and 
thon fur- 
nished a list of seven alternatives 
which the board niight take in prun- 
ing, costs. , He showed the 
total 
costs of operating such departments 
as home economics, shops, commer- 
cial classes and so forth, and gave 
the board its option of which 
de- 
partments should be eliminated. 
The board decided to cut down 
here and there, except for physical 
culture courses. 
The following will 
be the cuts: 


OUTS ARE DETAILED. 
Night schools will open on 
the 
basis of .the tenth month of last year, 
when they were curtailed somewhat, 
saving 534,000. 


• Physical culture classes will .be 
eliminated, saving $9720. 
Some of the 
home 
economics 
classes will be dispensed with. 
A few of the commercial courses 


will be closed. 
Shop classes will 
be curtailed, 
though less t than the others. 
In tendering his report, Superin- 


tendent Hunter said there is a risk 
in cutting down these or any other 
phases of education, but it was "up 
to the board to determine what risk 
be taken." 
"There is no risk in. opening the 
schools 
Monday," asked 
Director 
Short. •.'-"• " - 
: - '•• -.. 
"There is a. financial risk," said 
Hunter. 
"Then why not open the night 
schools also?" asked Mrs. Short 
"It is best to open as economically 
as possible and then build up after- 
ward if there is any money," said 
Director Campbell. 
"It is easier 
to add than eliminate." 
"What does the superintendent of 
schools say?" asked Chairman Boyle. 
"If. I had my way I would go 
•ahead and open the schools," said 
Hunter-, "but if we. have to reduce 
the night schools I would reduce 
here and there." 


The resolution ro cut $75,000 from 
the 'night school costs was adopted 
with the proviso that no children's 
classes be cut down and the reduc- 
tions will all be made in classes for 
adults. 
In dealing with the night school 
question, 
Hunter 
reported 
that 


$116,000 was spent last 
year 
for 
these schools and $101,000 the year' 
before. 
The present estimate was 


Jl'17,000, from which the $75,000 
will now be deducted. 
The policy of the department un- 
der the new economy plan was out- 
lined by Hunter as follows: 
• "I assume that it is the desire of 
the,Board of Education and all in- 
terested in public education to re- 
duce school costs without perman- 
ently injuring the efficiency of the 
schools or impairing- permanently- 
the largeness of the service rendered 
the youth of Oakland. 
If this goal 
is to be attained at this critical time 
it is necessary for us to be very clear 
Jn our thinking about this matter. 
AVe must follow certain well recog- 
nized general principles. 
"1. All reduction should be re- 
garded in the light of a temporary 
cut to meet an emergency. Activ- 
ities, which are eliminated or re- 
duced should be thought of as be- 
ing curtailed during the period of 
readjustment and business depres- 
sion. 
The plan should be to re- 
store these activities as soon as the 
wea-lth and growth of the city and 
restored business conditions warrant 
investment in the type o'f serviqe 
r'eridered. 
"2. Especial care must be taken to 
prefect the provisions of the Oak-

third of their youthful population. 
Oakland's high school 
attendance 
has increased 49 per cent in

last five years.

we may have to reduce school costs, 
tlje right of Oakland's boyhood and 
g-irlhood to the kind of high school 
opportunity, which means education 
to them, must be eternally preserved. 
"5. The policy of spending most 
money on the poorest and neediest 
districts ought to be- continued.
